NEWS OF SOLDIERS 


Although the failure lo receive 


letters from men in the sen-ice is 
not pleasant'to relatives and friends 
at home, the adage "no news is good 
news" never was more true ^than 
at present. The report of every cas- 
ualty al home or abroad is immed- 
iately wired or cabled lo officials 
at Washington, being relayed from 
there without loss of time lo the 


• emergency address of the soldier 
or sailor affected. It is also at once 
released for publication in the news 
pav>ers. No news of casualties has or 
will he held up. 


No man in the service has receiv- 


ed orders not to write home; he has 
been urged, on the contrary, 
to 


keep in touch with relatives and 
friends. The forces in France have 
at their disposal post cards giving 
information in regard to health and 
the receipt of letters and parcels, 
which may b« dispatched without 
payment of postage. 


Care is also taken to see that 


mail intended for soldiers and sail- 
ors reaches them promptly. Where 
the regimental and company desig- 
nation of a soldier is not known it 
may be secured by application to 
the Adjutant General's office, Wash- 
ington, I>. C, In one week 1,C71 let- 
ters with insufficient addresses were 
received at this office. On 1,232 the 
addresses were completed and they 
were forwarded, 123 were returned 
'to senders, 58 went to the dead let- 
ter office because senders' addresses 
•were not given, and the 
balance 


were held with the view that the 
addresses might be completed later.

GROWING NEED 


IN WISCONSIN 


(By Rev. Peter LaPorle) 


After years of work in 
northern 


Wisconsin, I am led to see that the 
need of the work of the S unday 
school missionary is not decreasing 
but is rapidly increasing. Every day 
new families are moving into this 
district, 
and they are 
trying to 


build up homes for themselves on 
the cut-over lands. These people 
come from different states; in fact, 
I have just made the acrjuainlance 
of a family that came all the way 
from Wyoming to clear a farm in 
Wisconsin. Just to show how the 
need of the missionary work is in- 
creasing, I shall tell of my last trip 


through Oneida county. I was on 
my way to visit a Sunday school at 
Harshaw, 
when 
about 
six miles 


from Ilhinclnmler, my home town,I 
noticed by the wayside four wom- 
en with a group of children. I im- 
mediately went up to them, and af- 
ter a few inquiries I found that they 
were new settlers in the community 
and 
desired 
to have a 
Sunday 


service in one of their homes as 
soon as possible, as they have no 
school building as yet. 


Leaving them I went on another 


six miles, and I found another new 
settlement where no less than six- 
teen families have moved in. These 
people are toiling hard to clear up 
a liltle land and to build homes for 
themselves.

The 
home was just a one-room house, 
and into this room we crowded thir- 
ty-five pepple while fifteen fctood 
outside and listened attentively. In 
all my experiences I have not met 
people so anxious for the gospel as 
were these, and I organized 
the 


Sanborne Sunday school, which is 
nine miles from Eagle River, the 
county seat of Vilas county. 


While at Kagle liiver lhe follow- 


ing day, I was informed of other 
communities where there are new 
settlers who are without religious 
services. 
I planned to visit those 


communities as soon as possible.

FOR U. S. ARMY 


America's first great hospital for 


the reconstruction of -wounded men 
has been accepted by the govern- 
ment from the Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Order of Elks. The hospital 
buildings will be erected on Parker 
Hill, near, the Robert Brigham Hos. 
l>ital, in Boston, at a cost of £250,- 
WX>. The money was taken from the 
Klks" 11,000,000 war relief fund. 


With American wounded beirg ac 


lually carried back from the fight 
ing front, Surgeon-General Gorgas' 
office declared itself equipped ar.c 
ready to rebuild human wreckage 
into able-l>odicd men. 


A string of reclamation hospitals 


extends from the French lines to 
the shores of this country. 
Every 


device and resource known to sci- 
ence is at hand to rebuild nearly 
every part of the human frame. Men 
with half their faces shot away by 
shrapnel will get 
new 
jawbones 


'rom their ribs and new noses and 
new cheeks from the cartilage and 
.issues on other parts of their bod- 
:es. 
t 


The Surgeon-General's 
staff be- 


ieves the value of this service to 
\merica cannot be estimated. Thou 
sands of men who would be wrecks 
without proptr treatment will be 
sent back to the fighting, and oth- 
ers will be rebuilt and taught trades 
that will make them economic assets 
instead of liabilities. Even a 
man 


deaf, dumb, blinded and paralyzcil 
from the waist down will be taught 
a trade at which he can work. 


Plans are being completed for a 


big base hospital in this country 
w'here all totally disabled men •will 
be sent after the European hospi- 
tals have done all they can for 
them. In this hospital additional ef. 
forts will be made to improve their 
condition. 


In re-educating the deaf, dumb or 


blind, they will be sent to private 
institutions at Government expense 
Those desiring technical 
traininj 


will be sent to technical 
schools 


Others will be trained for civil ser- 
vice, agricultural 'work, or what- 


ever they choose. 


Gen. Gorgas's idea is to build few 


iospitals in this country exclusive- 
ly for this reclamation work. The 
greater part of such surgery 
will 


be done just behind the lines.— 
Philadelphia North American.

' The city government of Copenhagen 
has Issued feed cards for the 12,- 
000 horses registered In the capital. 
Big horses are to hare ten pounds a 
day, smaller ones seven pounds, and 
the small Iceland horses will have to 
get along with four pounds a day.
